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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rodriguez (6,666,676), which shows all of the claimed limitations. Rodriguez shows a 
combustion control device including, among other things, a circuit for voltage backup 
CRV, connected to the feeding voltage VCC, of the clock 24, in order to store sufficient 
energy when there is a power failure and to be able to activate a relay operating circuit 
(CMR); the relay operating circuit (CMR) being utilized to open or close the 
thermocouple 18; a control signal conditioning circuit (CASC) receives the controlled 
signal that arrives to the micro controller 64, in order to control the relay operating circuit 
(CMR) in a logical manner. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicants' arguments with regard to the rejected claims, filed November 9, 2004, 
have been considered, but are not deemed fully persuasive. 
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a. Applicants argue that the Rodriguez reference does not include a sensor 
to detect the opening and closing of the valve. Whether true or not is immaterial, 
as the claims fail to recite said sensor. Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

b. Applicant further argues that the Rodriguez fails to show the 
microcomputer detects the opening and closing of the valve. This is simply not 
true, as the microcomputer controls the opening and closing of the valve. And 
therefore performing the claimed functional limitations. It should also be noted 
that functional language in an apparatus claim is accorded little patentable 
weight; a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. See 
In re Casey, 1 52 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1 967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 
(CCPA1963).
